While everyone recognizes the desirability of securing planting and foliage effects without loss of 
time, yet, from an extended observation and experience, we do not recommend moving large trees 
unless the work can be accomplished with proper appliances and efficiently done, with full ball of earth. 
Otherwise, the results are not likely to prove as satisfactory as in the use of trees of size more readily 
moved and successfully transplanted. 

We can, however, furnise some of the varieties of larger size trees, up to 4 inch to 6 inch caliper 
trees, that can be safely moved without balls and successfully transplanted.
